disarray, reflected In a decision to 
reconsider important decisions 
adopted earlier by the delegates. 
One called for compulsory call-up 
of yeshiva students, and the second 
for making N.R.P. extry ὑπο the next 
coalition government conditional on 
amending the “Who's a Jew” 
amendment to the Law of Return. 
In the last stage of the conven- 
tion the presidium lost contro] as 
cne crisis followed another. After 
sitting long into the night, the con- 
vention briefly reassembled early 


Gaza-Tel Aviv 
line gets new 
lease on life 


The Gaza-Tel Aviv train line will 
continue to operate for an addi- 
tional three-months “trial period, 
the Transport Ministry announced 
Friday. 

The announcement came follow- 
ing a meeting between Ministry offi- 
cials and representatives of the Fi- 
mance Ministry, the Miltary Gov- 
ermment of the Gaza Strip and 
Israel Railways. The decision to 
keep the line going was made by 
Transport Minister Shimon Peres, 
and the Military Government will 
comtinue to participate in the ope- 
rating expenses. 

Last week the Hne's first tntal 
period of four months ended, and 
the Miltary Government indicated 
ἀξ would not continue to cover the 
operation’s tosses.

Tow truckers 
beat up 
rival driver

SLx members of the striking Sham- 


" gar towing company were arrested 


Friday after they allegedly beat up 
a driver of the rival Magor towing 
company and damaged his tow truck. 

The Shamgar towers are striking 
in protest of a contract awarded 
to Magor by police, in a public 
tender, for removing vehicles dis- 
abled in road accidents. Shamgar, 
the towing service of the Israel 
Garage Association, entered bids of 
Tu30 to TL35 per tow, while Magor 
won the contract with a bid of 11.320. 

Friday's assault of the Magor 
driver took place on the Jerusalem- 
Tel Aviv road, at the Motza bridge. 
The six men, driving a car bearing 
the Shamgar sign, saw the Magor 
truck parked at the roadside. They 
stopped and allegedly dragged out the 
driver, Haim Hassid, attacked him 
and damaged his truck and its two- 
way radlo. 

Police spokesman Nitzav-Mishne 
Michael Bochuer said this was the 
third case of Shamgar drivers al- 
legedly assaulting Magor drivers. 


Wintry weather returns

houses. There were also about 10 
cases of roads being flooded by the 
rain, and scattered instances of fal- 
ling branches cutting power, mostly 
to streetlights. 

In Kiron, some 1,000 telephones 
were cut off yesterday, when rain 
water seeped into an underground 
cable on @ building site. 

Snow, sleet, rain and hail hit 
Upper Galilee and the Golan Heights 
on Friday night and continued all 
weekend. In other parts of the 
North and in the Jordan Valley it 
rained hard om and off, and farmers 
were delighted to have this easing 
of the winter drought. 

Lightning and thunder storms ac- 
companied the downpours. A carpet 
of snow up to 10 cms. high formed 
in Upper Galilee and added to that 
still on Mt. Hermon. But except on 
the mountain peaks the snow melted 
by noon yesterday. 


SNOW PLOUGHS 


The P.W.D. mobilized six snow 
ploughs, but only at Majdal Shams 
was it necessary to clear away the 
snow for traffic to move. The ski 
area on Mt. Hermon was closed. 

In the Jordan Valley 30 mm. of 
rain were measured over the week- 
end. The Yarmuk River rose slightly, 
but did not overflow its banks. It 
will take another day or two before 
the effect on the level of Lake 
Kinneret is measurable. 


In the Safad area, the tempera- 
ture sank to one degree centigrade 
below zero. Twenty-one mm. of rain 
fell in 24 hours, bringing the season's 
total to 286 mm. (compared with 
429 mm. at this time last year). In 
Western Galilee the rainfall varied 
between 21 and 30 mm. raising the 
total this winter to just over half 
last year's total. 

In Haifa, too, the weekend was 
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cold and rainy, keeping most people 
indoors. 

Although the weekend rain was 
not enough to make a real dent in 
the drought in the North, the rest 
of the country is now in fairly good 
shape. Most of the field crops have 
mow been saved, and the weekend 
vain obviated the necessity of irri- 
gation this week — thus making it 
Possible to save on water. 


N.R.P, ministers to walk out of the 
government coalition should lt de- 
cide on withdrawal from “parts of 
the Land of Israel, our ancestral 
heritage.” This was taken to refer 
ἴπ particular to Judea aand Sama- 
ria, but left the question of the 
Sinai open. 

The preatest emotion was gen- 
erated by the two religious issues. 
The hall was plunged into turmoll 
well after midnight Thursday when 
the Kibbutz Dati minority motion 
demanding military service for yeshi- 
va students won out by 298 to 170 
votes over the majority motion 
presented by Jerusalem Deputy 
Mayor Rabbi She'ar-Yishuy Cohen. 

Rabbi Mordechal Frankel of Hai- 
fa, who grabbed the microphone and 
tore up his party membership card, 
denounced the resolution. He then 
stormed out of the hall followed by 
a stream of rabbis. yeshiva students 
and other dissenting delegates. 

These resolutions brought the 
convention to ἃ standstill, as the 
factions held hurried caucus meet- 
ings in side rooms of the Cinerama 
Hall, The faction leaders were hard 
put to persuade their followers that 
call-up of yeshiva students would 


do the great harm. Yitzhak 
Raphael reportedly told his sup- 
porters: “Even the Defence Minister 


has not dared to make this demand 
of us.” 

When the convention reassembled 
after breakfast, the delegates had 
already repented of their previous 
intrepidity and by an overwhelming 
vote resolved to revise the tssue, 
with Lamifneh’s leader — Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg moving 
that the Central Committee be 
awarded the power of the conven- 
tion. Dr. Raphael quickly agreed, 
and the delegates dispersed to their 
homes well before the Sabbath 
started. 

The revision decision notwithstand- 
ing, the storm caused by the deci- 
sions began to develop of its own 
impetus. Already by Friday noon 
the two Chief Rabbis issued angry 
reprimands of the N.R-P.’s decision 
on call-up of yeshiva students, 
arguing it represented a breach of 
the religious status quo. 

This reporter learned later last 
night that the new party secretary- 
general, Zvi Bernstein, had sent 
telegrams to both Chief Pabbis 
saying: “Please refrain taking fur- 
ther steps until the new Central 
Committee meeting in a fortnight's 
time revises the decision.” It was 
also learned that the Central Com- 
mittee might even meet this week. 
The youth circles yesterday appeal- 
ed to Mr. Bernstein to move quickly 
in view of the sharpness of the 
Chief Rabbis’ reaction.

A Bonn spokesman predicted the 
crisis would be over by Wednesday 
and indicated that foreign exchanges 
would stay shut until then. In 
Tokyo, the Finance Ministry an- 
nounced last ‘night that the Tokyo 
Foreign Exchange market will re- 
main closed tomorrow. 

Major exchanges in Europe and 
Japan were closed Friday after a 
record $3,500m. was dumped on 
Thursday by speculators. The Mo- 
nebary Committee of the European 
Economic Community met yesterday 
to discuss posstble solutions. The 
committee was to make a final deci- 
sion on its position and submit its 
proposal today to the Finance 
Ministers. (Reuter, AP, UPI)

markets remain shut down. The 
Bank added that it would publish 
new rates for transfers and cheques 
in coordination with whatever rates 
are established when the European 
exchanges reopen. 

According to Bank sources, the 
reason for the trading halt con- 
tinuing until Tuesday and possibly 
Wednesday is that the German 
money market is expected to re- 
mained closed that long. 

Two alternatives are under con- 
sideration: floating the Deutschmark 
alone, or floating the European cur- 
rencles together. The decision will 
be made jointly by Germany, France 
and Britain. 

Official value of German money 
stood at 2.90 marks to the dollar 
following the U.S. devaluation last 
month. In unofficial dealings after 
Friday's closing of the European 
currency exchanges, the mark has 
risen to DM2.75 per dollar, which 
may be approximately the new ex- 
change rate if the mark is allowed 
to float. 

Meanwhile, imports will continue 
to be released by Israel customs. 
For goods requiring payment in 
European currency, importers will 
have to pay a deposit until the final 
tariff can be fixed.

Saudi Arablan embassy. 

By then Egypt's Middle East 
News Agency said five shots had 
been heard ringing out of the em- 
bassy. 


Sudanese government said the Saudi 
Arablan ambassador had phoned the 
Khartoum authorities. He said the 
terrorists had shot dead the Ameri- 
can ambassador, his deputy chief 
of the mission and the Belgian 
charge d'affaires. The government 
said the three diplomats were mur- 
dered at 9 p.m. an hour after a 
deadline which the terrorists had 
extended seven hours earlier. 

For some time there was un- 
certainty about the fate of the Bel- 
gian diplomat, Guy Bid. His brother, 
George, the latter's wife and his 
70-year-old mother yesterday morn- 
ing flew to Khartoum amid reports 
that Mr. Eid was still alive. Late 
yesterday afternoon, however, the 
terrorists, speaking™ to Sudanese 
security forces over a loudspeaker, 
said the Belgian diplomat was dead, 

Sudanese state radio denounced 
the killings. It said the "execution" 
of the three diplomats came shortly 
after Sudan’s Vice President and 
interior Minister General Bakir 
Ahmed and Health Minister Maj. 
Abul-Hashem Mohammed asked the 
terrorists to extend thelr deadline 
until yesterday. This would give the 
concerned parties time to deal with 
the terrorists’ demands, 

But the terrorists later telephoned 
the ministers to say that their 
patience was exhausted because they 
had failed to recetve a “reasonable 
reply” to their demands. 

Both the American and the Jordan- 
jan government sharply rejected the 
terrorist demands. Washington and 
Amman said they would not bow to 
terrorist blackmail. 


LATEST IN SERIES 

he Khartoum killings were the 
latest In a series of murders by the 
Black September group which inau- 
gurated its emergence 25 months 
ago with the assassination of Jor- 
dan's Prime Minister Wasfi Tel in 
Cairo. Last May, Black September 


staged an abortive hijack attempt - 


of a Sabena aircraft at Lod 

In September, they murdered 11 Ἰῷ. 
raeH athletes participating in the 
Munich Olympics. 

The Khartoum squad is believed 
to have come to the Sudan from 
Libya. Black September is part of 
the Fatah, notwithstanding ‘the de- 
niais of Fatah Chief Yasser Arafat. 
Arafat on Friday again dissociated 
Fatah from Black September: but 
he sent the Sudanese authorities a 
vauie protesting the arrests of Pa- 
lestintans whom the Sudanese were 
now rounding up. 

The Khartoum operation was be- 
Heved to have been prompted by 
the terrorists’ wish for headlines at 
8 time they felt shunted to the side- 
lines by an apparent movement to- 
wards detente by the Arab govern- 
ments, chiefly those of Egypt, Syria 
and Jordan, 

The brutal character of their ope- 
ration in Khartoum was probably 
aimed to counter-balance what they 
felt was their humiliating failure 
last December in the Black Sep- 
tember terrorists withdrawal from 
the Israeli embassy in Bangkok.

But the responsibility for absorp- 
tion rests with the Government, he 
tokl a Labour Party study group 
meeting at Belt Berl to discuss 

and absorption. 

“There is no room to talk of τε" 
turning it to the hands of the Jew- 
ish Agency. It is true that the re- 
cent Zionist General Council com- 
mittee on immigration suggested 
doing so, but whoever wants this 
does not know what he is talking 
about,” he added 

Mr. Pincus was reacting at the 
same time to the recommendation 
by the Zionist Council's committee; 
to the suggestion by the recently 
resigned Director-General of the 
xbsorption Ministry, Hillel Ashke- 
nazi, that the Ministry take over 
the operation of the absorption cen- 
tres: and to a suggestion made by 
Absorption Minister Natan Peled 
that his Ministry be given control 
of the housing budget for _haml- 
grants. 

NO PRETENSIONS 

The Jewish Agency, Mr. Pincus 
emphasized, never pretended to deal 
with all the problems of absorption. 
The five years since the establish-

the matter ts so complicated that it 
is ridiculous to pretend the transfer 
of absorption centres to it will solve 
all the problems. Problems such 48 
housing, employment, health and 
welfare cannot be dealt with by the 
Absorption Mintstry separately for 
immigrants — they must be dealt 
with by respective ministries in the 
context of the country’s needs and 
abilities, The Housing Ministry, for 
example, has its considerations of 
overall building programmes and of 
population dispersion, and housing 
for immigrants properly belongs 
within that context.

boss fined for war crime 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The District Court 
here last week imposed a IL500 
fine on a former Jewish manager 
of the Lodz Ghetto coalyard, who 
wes found guilty of assaulting 
and seriously injuring three 
ghetto inmates during the Second 
World War. 

The 64-year-old man, J.R. of 
Nahariya, was brought to trial 
under the law against Nazis and 
their associates, following a com- 
plaint from a U.S. tourist, Sig- 
mund Gorson, who was one of 
the victims, 

Judge E. Neuman noted that it 
was impossible to judge the 
deeds committed by the accused 
under the conditions of the’ Nazi 
reign of terror by the norms of 
present-day fe. He therefore 
considered a jail sentence out of 
the question. 

Mr. Gorson had told the police 
that he had been a boy during 
the war and had helped his 
grandfather, who had a horse 


and cart, to deliver cozl from the 
ghetto store. J.R. has been res- 
ponsible for the store. One par- 
tleularly cold day during the 
winter of 1942, he had "taken 
pity on three orphans" and 
stolen a few coal-dust bricks for 
them, hiding them in his pants. 
At the exit from the coal yard, 
the accused had beaten him, 
torn his pants and removed the 
stolen coal. When his grand- 
father tried to stop the accused, 
he had fallen on him, too, and 
beat him unconscious with an 
tron bar. The grandfather, Moshe 
Jacobowitz, died next day. 

In 1944, all the ghetto inmates 
had been sent to Auschwitz. After 
the liberation, Gorson swore to 
bring the accused to trial, he 
told the Court. All his searches 
for him had been fruitless, until 
his third trip to Israel, in 1972, 
when he finally located the 
former ghetto boss. 


Judge Neuman found the ac- 
cused guilty on all counts.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Nixon on Friday night ox ressed 
grief over the death of the two 
American diplomats killed by 
Black September terrorists in 
Khartoum and said the perpetra- 
tors of the crime must be brought 
to justice. 

In ἃ statement issued by the 
White House, Mr. Nixon callcd for 
a firm international stand against 
terrorism. The statement by Mr. 
Nixon said that “this tragic event 
underacores once again the need 
for all nations to take a firm stand 
against the menace of international 
terrorism." 

Mr. Nixon has ordered the Ameri- 
can flags at the White House, the 
State Department and all U.S. em- 
bassles abroad lowered to half-mast 
in honour of the two slain diplomats. 

Israel Prime Minister Golda Meir, 
who 15 visiting the U.S, wired Mr. 
Nixon from Miami stating, ‘This 
all-bloody murder at the hands of 
savage terrorists deserves the un- 
Teserved condemnation of people 
everywhere.”

Reactions of shock came from 
capitals throughout the world, France 
eondemns the “blind and inhuman 
violence” of events in Khartoum, 
offclal sources in Paris said. 

Italian President Giovanni Leone 
sent a message of condolences yes- 
terday to Mr. Nixon expressing the 
shock and indignation felt by the 
Italian people over the slayings. 
West German President Gustav 
Heinemann also sent a telegram of 
condolences to Mr. Nixon. 

A statement issued by the Foreign 
Ministry in Bonn said the killings 
could only lead to greater tension in 
the Middle East and would not solve 
any problems in the region. There 
was πο immediate official reaction 
from Egypt and other Arab coun- 
trtes, but political observers in Cairo 
said it was feared there would be 
violent anti-Arab reaction through- 
out the world,

for ‘justice’ in the Middle East? 
Only oriminal lunatics could believe 
that attacks on unwitting diplomats 
far from the scene of any grievance 
‘could serve a worthy cauge...’ 

Editorial comment in “The New 
York Post" stated that “clearly it 
is the obligation of the Arab naltions 
to begin to take steps to curb the 
guerriia legions they have long 
tolerated. But the larger message of 
this ghastly slaughter underlines the 
urgency of new efforts to break the 
deadly stalemate in the Middle East 
«it is a time to reflect more sol- 
emnly than ever on the intolerable 
price of prolonging the deadlock, 
and the need for a genuine new 
beginning.” 

According to “The Washington 
Post,” ‘These repeated bloody as- 
saults on unarmed victims have done 
the Palestinians’ cause more harm 
than their most vindictive enemies 
could ever have accomplished. These 
acts have persuaded most of the 
world that tthe conspirators have de- 
liberately put themselves beyond ‘the 
pale of civHized conduct, and beyond 
any claim on the concern of elvil- 
ized people.” 

Although making no definitive 
comment, controlled Soviet news- 
papers showed by their coverage 
yesterday that Moscow strongly dis- 
approves of tthe killings. 

The Tokyo newspaper “Asahi 
Shimbun” said in an editorial that 
the Khartoum slayings appear to 
heave been aimed at destroying 
worldwide moves for peace in the 
Middle East. The editorial said: 
“Unless rights are restored for more 
than one million Palestinian ref- 
ugees, there won't be any settlement 
for the Arab-Israel dispute.” 

In Beirut, the mass circulation 
Lebanese newspaper ‘‘An-Nahar" 
expressed the belief that the killings 
might undermine efforts for a peace- 
ful Middle Hast settlement. “An- 
Nahar” said ἀξ was regrettable that

The semi-offi- 
clal “Al-Ra’y” added that Israel 
would “know well how to exploit this 
crime.” The independent “Al-Des- 
tour" said that what had happened 
in Khartoum was “a blow to Arab 
morale.” (Reuter, AP) 
Jack Maurice cables from Paris: 

French newspapers, radio and tele- 
vision declared yesterday that the 
massacre in Khartoum had done 
serious damage to the Arab cause 
and wiped out the hard feelings 
abroad towards Israel following the 
downing of the Libyan airliner. 

“Le Figaro’s" Middle East expert 
Yves Cuau wrote that “It is Israel 
which stands to gain most immedia- 
tely from the Khartoum executions. 
The anger of the United States and 
the shock to world public opinion 
will tomorrow be an unexpected 
Godsend for the Jewish state. The 
fragile unity of the Arab world 
risks once again to explode into 
fragments.” 

The right-wing dally “L’Aurore’s” 
front-page banner headline summed 
up the shock effect in France, pro- 
claiming “Horrible! Three of tthe 
Khartoum hostages assassinated.” 

“Le Monde” said: “The execution 
of the hostages threatens to have 
profound repercussions on tthe Near 
East conflict. It has occurred at a 
moment when the Israeli attack on 
the Libyan Boeing had begun to 
swing American public opinion in 
the Arabs’ favour. Now it cannot 
fail to weaken Arab popularity in 
the United States.”

DUBLIN. — A veteran pulitician 
with a strong dislike for Ireland's 
guerrilla gunmen emerged to power 
on Friday night as new Prime Min- 
ister of the Irish Republic. 


When the final vote in Wednes- 
day’s general election was counted 
late on Friday afternoon the 52- 
year-old Liam Cosgrave had secured 
comfortable control of Parliament 
for the coalition he heads. 


Mr, Cosgrave, a one-time farmer 
and Jawyer and former Foreign 
Minister who has been in politics 
for 25 years, replaces former Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch, 53, whose 
Fianna Fail party found itself out 
ef power for the first Ume since 
1957. 


Final standings in the 144-mem- 
ber Dail (Lower House of Parlia- 
ment} were: Fianna Fail 69, Mr. 
Cosgraves Fine Gaal Party 54, 
Labour Party 19, Independents 
two. 

This gave the Fine Gael-Labour 
coalition a two-seat overall maj- 
ority with which to push through 
its programme of lower taxes and 
improved welfare. 

The conflict in Northern Ireland 
was shut out as a campaign issue. 
Mr. Cosgrave, who has long op- 
posed republican guerrilla violence, 
was expected to adopt Mr. Lynch's 
moderate approach to the problems 
of divided Ireland. 

Ireland is used to governments 
with only a slender hold on power, 
its proportional representation sys- 
tem making large majorities dtf- 
ficult. Even so,many commentators 
question whether the coalition can 
Yong survive in face of crittcal [8- 
sues lying in the near future. 

Mr. Lynch blamed the loss of key 
seats on “had luck — a matter of 
a few votes here and there." But 
it was clear his party had suffered 
from the absence of front-bench 
talent to support his own personal 
appeal as a former sporting hero.

VIENNA (Reuter). — Six Arabs, 
given suspended four-month senten- 
ces and ordered to be deported from 
Austrian territory, are still await- 
ing formalities to be settled before 
they leave for Syria, an Interlor 
Ministry spokesman said here yes- 
terday. 

The six men have appeared in 
court on charges of entering Austria 
on forged Israeli passports during 
the past six weeks. Three have 
dlaimed to be Black September 
Members. 

“We are doing everything to 
settle formalities, but it can be 
some time before the necessary 
papers arrive”, police said. 

The spokesman sald, however, Au- 
stria did not fear any threats by 
Arab terrorists. ‘Austria has made 
it quite clear even in the official 
court verdict that it wants to get 
rid of the men as quickly as pos- 
sible’, he said. “They've been given 
the choice of going wherever they 
want, and that’s really the best 
we can do for them.”

Altmann's wife said her husband 
was arrested im the street by Na- 
tional Guardsmen. His lawyer said 
he had demanded his client's im- 


mediate release. His wife and his_ 


lawyer visited him in a prison cell. 

France asked Bolivia for Alte 
mann’s extradition after a Paris 
newspaper report set off investiga- 
tions into Altmann’s identity by 
independent ‘“Nazi-hunters.” Mrs. 
‘Beate Klarsfeld, the young German 
housewife married to a French Jew, 
who reportedly tracked Barble to 
hig hide-out in La Paz, went to 
Bolivia a year ago to demand the 
extradition to France. 

Barbie was convicted in his ab- 
sence after the war by a French 
military tribunal for war crimes, 
including the torture and murder of

The terrorists do nat seem 
to have investigated very care- 
fully beforehand who would be 
present at the reception held at 
the Saudi residence in Khartoum 
or what demands they might 
launch, and were forced to 
amend their demands later when 
they discovered, for instance, 
that no German envoy had been 


present. 
Can any kind of credence be 
given to the report that the ter-

FEEDING THE FLAMES 
OF INFLATION 


SVERAL weeks of intensive discussions by 

the economic emergency committees have 
made abundantly clear what was evident 
long ago: that one cannot make an omelette 
without breaking eggs. Since dn an election 
year no action will be taken which would 
hurt any sizable group of citizens, no ef- 
fective policy can be agreed upon. Least of 
all is there a chance for a consensus concerning 
a policy aimed at checking inflation, from 
which everybody benefits — in any case in 
this country — as long ag it lasts. 

The committees have honestly tried to do 
the impossible, but have had to discard, one 
by one, all sensible suggestions, that ts, all 
policies which would have mopped up pure 
chasing power or reduced disposable Incomes 
or cut public spending programmes or slowed 
up the cost creep, just because thesa policies 
would not work unless they interfered with 
people's unreasonable, but intense, desire to ont 
thelr cake and atl] have it, which desire 
must be pandered to for the time being. Even- 
tually the committees were therefora ‘eft 
with a few show pieces which can do no more 
than demonstrate the particlpants' good in- 
tentions. 

No member of these committees has denied 
that a properly appHed value added tax could 
significantly reduce the inflationary pressure. 
Admittedly, it would push the prices up, but 
that is exactly what economists recommend 
23 8 means of ending excess demand. And the 
increment would not benefit private pro- 
ducers, but the Treasury, which could either 
use it for the common weal or else withdraw 
it from circulation. Moreover, the tax is to 
be introduced any way as part of the fiscal 
reform recommended by the Asher Commit- 
tee, and preparations to that end are already 
well advanced, 


Sapir adamant 

However, Mr. Sapir was adamant that the 
tax must be shelved for the next year in 
order to avoid a clash with the trade unlons 
while he Is most dependent on thelr support. 
One may presume that he also intends to 
make use of the tax stick as a trade-off in 
the forthcoming bargaining over the wage 
agreements for the next two years. 

Suggestions to up other Indirect taxes did 
not fare better. 

Simuarly, there was no denial of the fact 
that the cuts in Income tax, due to come into 
effect as from April 1, will add fuel to the 
inflationary fire, but cancelling them was 
ruled out because it would disappoint the 
public. 

Various suggestions for some kind of a 
compulsory loan — particularly so as to hold 
off ithe impact of the huge amounts of retro- 
active wage payments due under several 
collective agreements — were rejected for 
similar reasons. In effect, the committees 
were asked to devise means to avold in- 
flationary effects while letting the inflation 
roll on. 

One practical measure to check the per- 
sistent cost push has been taken by the 
double cut in import tariffs on a long Ilst of 
goods, but nobody expects this to have 8 big 
effect because of the steady rise in foreign 
currency costs. Moreover, a shift to (cheaper) 
imported goods may please consumers, but 
does not cure the economic malaise. 

We are Increasing our imports not because 
we can afford to buy more foreign goods, 
but because we do not want to pay the 
exorbitant local prices even though we have 
to resort to ever more borrowing in order to 
finance our foreign trade deficit, Even during 
1972, while our forelgn currency reserves 


With an eye to this year’s 
elections, the Government is 
ignoring the dangers of the 
current economic boom, 
writes The Post Economic 
Editor.

Or the face of it, this could spell a delayed 
victory for the Bank of Israel Governor, who 
demanded such a cut in public spending when 
the 1973-74: budget was tabled. But in fact, 
this 1s only playing to the gallery. The pro- 
jects should have been dropped any way, if 
they could be spared. But they will only be 
shifted to the second half of the fiscal year, 
and this may mean nothing, because in any 
ease not all the projects are carmed out 
simultaneously. 

Moreover, Mr. Sapir has already admitted 
that the budget tabled a mere two months 

will have to be supplemented by very 
substantial amounts — as had been obvious 
from the outset — because it simply did not 
take into account a number of major itema, 
such as the full amount of subaldies to the 
€-o-L, export incentives, municipal require- 
ments which cannot be met if local rates 
are held down (also for electoral reasons), 
and so on. 


Size of gap 


The aggregate size of the envisaged in 
the Silesedly balanced budget has not been 
disclosed, but it is likely to run close to 
7L1,000m., about double the above “intended” 
savings.

Gesture

vealed. They in turn are expect- 
ed to provide the city fathers 
with their own thoughts on Je- 
rusalem’s growth and character. 
But to out this exercise 
with 14 men in a closed room 
and call it public opinion ia a 
farce. 

The public itself has the same 
right to be informed as hag the 
committee. Not just to express 
thelr opinion and exercise their 
Influence but also to cipace 
vicariously in the development 
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made by men choosing among 
alternatives and debating among 
themselves, Their decisions af- 
fect our dally lives as we walk 
or drive through the city and we 
would like to know not only 
what waa chosen but what was 
rejected and how the decisions 
came about — why was a road 
through the city’s major park 
censeared the best of alterna- 
ves; why was a up of hi, 
rise hotels permitted, oa a x 
where they will block @ major 
view; what arc the differences 
of opinionamong plannors about 
tha location of the central busi- 
ness district? 

The dissemination of planning 
information can take many 
forms. In Britaln, a model of 
major projects !s put on view 
and the public Js invited to in- 
spect it and leave its comments 
in a especial register. Thess com- 
ments carry differing welght 
according’ to the community but 
in some cases they are the prin- 
cipal consideration for the deci- 
sion makers. There can also be 
Public meetings, brochures, 
press conference. 


Jerusalem's Urban Planning 
Unit made a start in the right 
direction several months ago 
when !t initiated a serizs of press 
conferences on plans for various 
neighbourhoods, There has been 
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This suggests the next logical 
step — to ask the public what 
it would like to see rather than 
to get its reaction to a finished 
- product, - 

Mechanism 

Once the public gets the in- 
formation, there must be some 
mechaniem to ensure that its 
opinions are. heard and given 
full weight. 

One possibiiity is to open up 
the present Public Committee, 
making ita meetings truly public 
and adding subcommittees which 
would permit a broad participa- 
(lon. Another is to broaden the 
base of the Council for a Beauti- 
ful Israel. The- Council's Jeruga- 
lem branch, headed by writer Ye- 
huda Haezrachi, has been virtu- 
ally the sole instrument for pub- 
He expression on planning in the 
city, aside from an active group 
of Hebrew University students, 

The Council's work has been in- 
valuable, but its membership is 
deliberately restricted to a small 
group, principally architects and 
planners, and some observers feel 
that it hag not been combatant 
enough. 

Thera are many details to be 
worked aut. But some sort of
